they M dependent for support. In ay judgsnnt the necessity 
for such doe© and expeditious coordination within the Central 
Intelligence Agency and the Intelligence Coisaunity dictates that 
the entire Agency ba at one location not store than a few sties 
distant from the White Bouse. 

The General Services 'dsdLnietratioo has suggested, a nd we 
are currently considering, several federally owned prop e rties 
st distances varying free five to ten miles fuss the SQ&te House 
which appear to be suitable for the (mstructicn of a headquar- 
ters b u il d i ng to mmt our needs. In order that we my proceed 
with the final selection of a site and request the formal ap- 
proval of the President and the Congress for this construction, 
you* 1 concurrence is requested in an exception to current "dis- 
persion standards* for a proposed new headquarters building for 
the Central Intelligence Agency.
